Submarines Losing 
Their Efficiency 


Advantage Previously Possessed Now 
_  Steadily on the Wane 

Submarines have lost two-thirds of 
their efficiency since 1914, according 
to Lieut. W, S. Kjng-Hall, R.N., in 
a recent address at the Royal United 
| Service Institute on “The Submarine 
and future Naval “Warfare.” 

The speaker maintained that the 
advantage previously possesed by 
the submarine was steadily on the 
wane. Whereas at the beginning of 
the war in 1914 it was as nine to one 
against the surface ship, it was only 
seven to three in 1919, and was likely 
to be only six to seven in 1930, He 
was of the opinion that within the 
next few years~ there would be a 
great development of submarine de- 
tecting apparatus which would give 
jlarge and important ships a certain 
measure of pretection against tactical 
attack by submarines. 

He regarded as impracticable the 
proposal that battleships should be 
made submersible. He ventured the 
opinion that the use of gas might 
eventually revolutionize naval war- 
fare much as gunpowder did when it 
\was first intrdduced. It might be dis- 
charged with deadly effect on an en- 
emy coastline, It was actually sug- 
gested during the German occupancy 


that the Belgian coast should be “gas- 
sed,” but‘he plan was abandoned “in 
deference to Belgium’s susceptibili- 
ties.”

Mr, Fisher announced the following 
as urgent suggestions which would 
appeal particularly to the farmers: 

The barn is no place for the auto- 
mobile, Build a garage. 

Conserve your water supply. You 
may have drought or fire and need 
the surplus. 
~<A pipe, cigar or cigarette has no 
place in the barn. Neither have grea- 
sy rags hor old coats with matches in 
the pockets. 

Buy a fire extinguisher, but place it 
where you can get at it in case of 
fire, and see that it is frequently in- 
spected. 

Have two ladders long enough to 
reach the eaves of your tallest builds 
ing. ; ; 

Keep gasoline away from buildings 
and preferably underground. 

Four ouncés of common baking so- 
da per gallon of water makes a splen- 
did fire extinguisher. Four ounces of 
salt per gallon will keep water bar- 
rels from freezing except in extreme 
weather. 

Keep your eye open for spontan- 
eous combustion fires in wet grain, 
feed or hay. 

Do not stack so that a fire will 
spread to your buildings. Keep straw 
and hay, etc., at a safe distance. 

Allow no weeds or grass to grow 
about the buildings. 

Put up “no smoking” signs about

the barns and other buildings. We 
can gupply you for nothing. Write 
for them. 


Keep your matches in a metal box 
away from children. 

Examine chimneys and stoves fre- 
quently. 

Most losses on farm property are 
due to these causes, given alphabet- 
Teally: adjoining buildings, ashes, chil- 
dren, defective flues and fire places, 
stoves and stove pipes, lamps, light- 
ning, matches, rubbish and _ sparks.

Alberta’s Telephone System 
pareaen Bes 
Chicago Expért Says it Would Cost 
Over Thirteen Million 
To Replace 

To replace Alberta’s telephone sys- 
tem, it would cost $13,320,321, accord- 
ing to J. B. Wray, formerly Chief En- 
gineer for the Bell Telephone system 
at Chicago, who recently made a tho- 
rough examination ofthis system, 

Mr. Wray’s report shows that,yon 
January Ist, 1919, there were 453,787 
telephone poles, 13,400 miles of pole 
lines, 53,463 miles of overhead wire, 
28,995 miles of overhead cables, and 
24,071 miles of underground cables — 
a total of 106,529 miles of telephone 
lines. These figures themselves may 
not mean much to the lay mind, but 
they are a concrete indication ‘of the 
progressiveness of the province which 
is covered from end to end with a 
network of wires making constant 
communication possible between even 
the most sparsely settled districts. 

As regards the permanency of the 
system’s construction, 4he report goes 
to state that the examindtion of the 
property showed that on the whole 
it has been well constructed, is well 
maintained, and is in first class Oper- 
ating condition.

In 1870 her fotal production of wheat 
was sixteen million bushels, as com- 
pared with 393,000,00 bushels in 1915, 
the banner wheat year to date, Her 
export forest products have grown 
ifrom an average value of $40,000,000 
to an average of $150,000,000. 

“While these are the material re- 
sults of Canada’s first half century 
they do not tell the whole story. 
Canada has also grown in national 
consciéusness and in national strength 
Retaining her heritage of British in- 
stitutions and British courage and 
British love of law and order she ex- 
hibits fo the world today a natural 
stability and a national cohesion that 
is unsurpassed by gny other people 
in the world.

Lubrication is a Most Vital Factor in 
All Tractor Work 
(By C, J.McFarlane, Calgary) 

There is nothing so vital in the op- 
eration of any machinery as lubrica- 
tion, and tractors are affected more 
severely than any other machinery on 
account of the dust in which they are 
usually working, and also the fact that 
they are working under a heavy load 
practically all the time, therefore, the 
life of the machine depends more ab- 
solutely on the lubrication than any 
other factor. The purpose of a lub- 
ricant is to reduce friction and wear 
by forming a film of oil between the 
bearing surfacés. There are certain 
specifi¢ properties of the oil that de- 
termine its ability to form this film 
and its lubricating value. A large 
| heavy bearing under a load requires 
a heavier bodied oil than a light bear- 
ing, If too thin an oil is used on a 
heavy bearing under load, the press- 
ure would force the oil out and the 
shaft would come in contact with

It has never been -the custom of 
tations to build: against: allies,, and 
therefore, there is no. - possibility, of 
competition with Japan; and the Uni- 


ally, and we can therefore rule out 
the American navy. 7 

Whether the league of nations 
becomes an effective instrument for 
composing the quarrels of nations or 
not, it is impossible that any circum- 
stances should justify the two Eng- 
lish-speaking nations in going to war. 
We aré forced by every consideration, 
therefore, to rule out any thought of 
competition in naval armaments with 
the Americans and the Japanese. We 
have never measured our naval 
strength against that of the United 
States and Japan. Why should we 
do so now? e 

What other navies of the first-class 
remain? There are Only two — the 
\French and the Italian — and both 
these countries, which are in alliance 


‘absorption in the war on land to neg- 
lect their naval forces. We have in- 
jherited from the war a navy so strong 
in ships and in men that there is 
no occasion for anxiety as to the 
immediate future.
